1 . NON-ALIGNED PRODUCED REVISED WORKING PAPER MORNING 
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JANUARY 22, DESIGNED PRINCIPALLY TO REFLECT FRENCH SUGGESTIONS. 
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MOST IMPORTANT CHANGE IS THE AFFIRMATION, IN PARAGRAPH 1(D), 

THAT ARRANGEMENTS SHOULD BE MADE TO GUARANTEE "THE 
SOVEREIGNTY, TERRITORIAL INTEGRITY AND POLITICAL INDEPENDENCE 
WITHIN SECURE AND RECOGNIZED BOUNDARIES OF ALL STATES IN THE 
AREA." IF THIS TEXT WERE VOTED ON NOW, WE BELIEVE ALL 
COUNCIL MEMBERS EXCEPT US AND UK WOULD VOTE YES, WITH BRITISH 
PROBABLY ABSTAINING. HOWEVER, FURTHER CHANGES ARE LILL Y. 

UK, SWEDEN, ITALY AND JAPAN NEVERTHELESS FOR TACTICAL REASONS 
STILL INSIST THERE BE EXPLICIT REFERENCE TO 242, AND 
SYRIANS HAVE NOT ENTIRELY CLOSED THE DOOR TO THIS. 

2. BEGIN NOFORN. USSR DEPUTY PERMREP OVINNIKOV THIS 
MORNING GAVE AMB SHERER TEXT OF A PARAGRAPH CALLING FOR 
RECOVENING GENEVA CONFERENCE THAT WOULD REPLACE PARAGRAPH 
3 OF REVISED NON-ALIGNED DRAFT. IT READS: "REQUESTS THE 
CO-CHAIRMEN OF THE PEACE CONFERENCE TO RECOVENE THE 
CONFERENCE IN THE VERY NEAR FUTURE FOR THE ESTABLISHMENT 

OF A JUST AND LASTING PEACE ON THE BASIS OF THIS RESOLUTION, 

WITH THE PARTICIPATION OF ALL PARTIES CONCERNED." SHERER 
REMARKED THAT, WITH OUR WITHOUT THIS AMENDMENT, DRAFT REMAINS 
UNBALANCED AND LIKELY TO UNDERMINE NEGOTIATING STRUCTURE, 

AND WAS THEREFORE ALMOST CERTAINLY NOT ACCEPTABLE TO US. 
OVINNIKOV DID NOT INDICATE WHETHER AMB MALIK WOULD PRESENT 
PARAGRAPH AS AN AMENDMENT AT THIS AFTERNOON'S CONSULTATIONS. 
END NOFORN. 

3. THERE IS INCREASING TALK OF "A MINI-RESOLUTION" FOLLOWING 
A US VETO, WHICH THE US "COULD NOT" VETO. DIFFERENT PEOPLE 
OF COURSE HAVE DIFFERENT IDEAS OF WHAT THIS MIGHT CONTAIN. 
KUWAITI AMB BISHARA, FOR EXAMPLE, TOLD MISOFF HE WAS CERTAIN 

US WOULD HAVE TO ABSTAIN ON A ONE PARAGRAPH RESOLUTION CALLING 
FOR PALESTINIAN PARTICIPATION ON AN EQUAL FOOTING IN ALL 
FUTURE MIDDLE EAST NEGOTIATIONS. BRITISH SAY EGYPTIANS HAVE 
SUGGESTED THAT UK PRESENT A POST VETO RESOLUTION BASED 
ON THE THREE ELEMENTS IN LAST PARAGRAPH OF AMB RICHARD'S 
JANUARY 15 STATEMENT (REAFFIRMATION OF 242 AND 338, 

ASSISTING RESUMPTION OF NEGOTIATIONS "WITH THE PARTICIPA- 
TION IN THEM AS APPROPRIATE OF ALL THE PARTIES CONCERNED," 

AND RECOGNITION OF "THE LEGITIMATE POLITICAL RIGHTS OF THE 
PALESTINIAN PEOPLE." UK DEL TELLS US IT HAS BRUSHED OFF 
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EGYPTIAN APPROACH. GIVEN POSSIBILITY MINI RESOLUTION IDEA 

MAY CATCH ON, WE RECOMMEND DEPARTMENT DEVELOP A CONTINGENCY 

POSITION.

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REVISED WORKING PAPER 

NON-ALIGNED AND OTHERS 
THE SECURITY COUNCIL, 

HAVING CONSIDERED THE ITEM ENTITLED ' THE MIDDLE EAST 
PROBLEM INCLUDING THE PALESTINIAN QUESTION", IN ACCORDANCE 
WITH RESOLUTION 381 (1975) DATED 30 NOVEMBER 1975, 

HAVING HEARD THE REPRESENTATIVES OF PARTIES CONCERNED, 
INCLUDING THE PALESTINE LIBERATION ORGANIZATION, REPRESENTATIVE 
OF THE PALESTINIAN PEOPLE, 

CONVINCED THAT THE QUESTION OF PALESTINE IS THE CORE OF THE 
CONFLICT IN THE MIDDLE EAST, 

EXPRESSING ITS CONCERN OVER THE CONTINUING DETERIORATION OF 
THE SITUATION IN THE MIDDLE EAST, AND DEEPLY DEPLORING ISRAEL'S 
PERSISTENCE IN ITS OCCUPATION OF ARAB TERRITORITIES AND 
ITS REFUSAL TO IMPLEMENT THE RELEVANT UNITED NATIONS 
RESOLUTIONS, 

REAFFIRMING THE PRINCIPLE OF INADMISSIBILITY OF ACQUISITION 
OF TERRITORIES BY THE THREAT OR USE OF FORCE, 

REAFFIRMING FURTHER THE NECESSITY OF THE ESTABLISHMENT 
OF A IUST AND LASTING PEACE IN THE REGION BASED ON FULL 
RESPECT FOR THE CHARTER OF THE UNITED NATIONS AS WELL 
AS FOR ITS RESOLUTIONS CONCERNING THE PROBLEM OF THE MIDDLE 
EAST INCLUDING THE QUESTION OF PALESTINE, 

1 . AFFIRMS: 
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(A) THAT THE PALESTINIAN PEOPLE SHOULD BE ENABLED TO 
EXERCISE ITS INALIENABLE NATIONAL RIGHTS INCLUDING THE 
RIGHT TO ESTABLISH AN INDEPENDENT STATE IN PALESTINE 
THROUGH SELF-DETERMINATION; 

(B) THE RIGHT OF PALESTINIAN REFUGEES WISHING TO RETURN 
TO THEIR HOMES AND LIVE AT PEACE WITH THEIR NEIGHBOURS 
TO DO SO AND THE RIGHT OF THOSE CHOOSING NOT TO RETURN 
TO RECEIVE COMPENSATION FOR THEIR PROPERTY; 

(C) THAT ISRAEL SHOULD WITHDRAW FROM ALL THE ARAB 
TERRITORIES OCCUPIED SINCE JUNE 1967; 

(D) THAT APPROPRIATE ARRANGEMENTS SHOULD BE ESTABLISHED 
TO GUARANTEE, IN ACCORDANCE WITH THE CHARTER OF THE UNITED 
NATIONS, THE SOVEREIGNTY, TERRITORIAL INTEGRITY AND POLITICAL 
INDEPENDENCE WITHIN SECURE AND RECOGNISED BOUNDARIES 

OF ALL STATES IN THE AREA; 
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2. DECIDES THAT THE PROVISIONS CONTAINED IN PARAGRAPH I 
SHOULD BE TAKEN FULLY INTO ACCOUNT IN ALL INTERNATIONAL 
EFFORTS AND CONFERENCES ORGANIZED WITHIN THE FRAMEWORK 
OF THE UNITED NATIONS FOR THE ESTABLISHMENT OF A JUST 
AND LASTING PEACE IN THE MIDDLE EAST; 

3. REQUESTS THE SECRETARY-GENERAL TO MAKE THE NECESSARY 
ARRANGEMENTS AS SOON AS POSSIBLE FOR THE IMPLEMENTATION 
OF THE PROVISIONS OF THIS RESOLUTION AND TO REPORT TO 

THE SECURITY COUNCIL ON THE PROGRESS ACHIEVED; 

4. DECIDES TO CONVENE WITHIN A PERIOD OF SIX MONTHS TO 
CONSIDER THE REPORT BY THE SECRETARY-GENERAL REGARDING THE 
IMPLEMENTATION OF THIS RESOLUTION, AND IN ORDER TO PURSUE 
ITS RESPONSIBILITIES REGARDING SUCH IMPLEMENTATION.
